"Friendship between your country ami

mine is a vital thing. Dickens fell into
r very trivial quarrel with your coun¬

ts, but be was always falling into
Mv'.al quarrels. There are moments
when T think that American and Eng¬
lish friendship would get on very well
If It weren't for Ambassadors. When
they get together they talk a lot about
friendship, but it's an abstract thing.
Tou may say that th* Anglo-Saxon raci

Is an abstraction. Sam Weller was con¬

crete. Think of England then in termn
of Sam Weller.
"When you ale told that England :s

nothing but a corrupt, bloodthirsty na¬

tion. put it this way, 'Sam Weller is f^n

Imperialistic tyrant.'
"And when you hear it said that Eng¬

land is calm, moderate. Just, rational
and full of self-restraint, or when you
hear that it Is far more hellish than
any other country, then again say to
yourself, 'Sam Weller is all these
thing.!.' There are many more thou¬
sands of Sam Wellers in England than
there are gory pirates. And if you want
to know what England is really like
then think of It in terms of Sam Weller.
"To make a concrete picture of your

country is an international achieve¬
ment. That Is what Dickens did. And
no English diplomatist ever did it."

Mr. Chesterton told of a Dickens
pageant that was held In his home town
recently. He said he wished to imper¬
sonate the fat boy in "Pickwick," but
he wasn't allowed to. He represented
instead Tony Weller and wore a coach¬
man's cape and hat, but wasn't allowed
to drive a coach.
